AT THE CONCLUSION OF ANOTHER tourist season the Dominion 
Travel Bureau has reported a very successful year in this growing and im- 
portant branch of Canadian industry. Because of our close proximity to 
the United States, the number of Americans who visit Canada are always 
an indication of the volume of tourist traffic. This year it is estimated that 
4,550,448 American cars entered Canada, which was considerably more than 
the number which entered in the same period in 1947, The amount of Unit- 
ed States currency spent by tourists here this Season has not. yet been 
made known, but it is ,hoped that it will exceed by at least ten per cent. 
the 235 million American dollars which were brought into Canada during 
the holiday season last year. This aspect of the tourist business was con- 
sidered especially important this year because of Canada's low reserve of 
United States funds 

. e * * . 

Disastrous floods, which 3ritish Columbia 
Increases In in the early summer, and extensive forest fires in 
Most Provinces northern Quebec and Ontario were believed to 

have been responsible for a considerable decrease 
in the tourist business in those areas, which normally attract many thou- 
sands of visitors. At a Dominion-Provincial tourist conference, held in Ot- 
in October, it was reported that there was an increase in tourist 
trade this year of from one to twelve per cent. over 1947. British Colum- 
bia was the only province to report a decrease, the figure for this season 
being five per cent. less than in the previous year. The Dominion Tourist 
Bureau reported that as many as 4,200 inquiries were received in one day 
regarding holiday resorts in Canada, and more than three million pieces of 


literature were mailed out by the bureau this season.

The matter of completing the trans-Canada highway is still 
unsettled, but such a road would be a great asset both in attracting tourist 
traffic and for the country generally. It is to be hoped that the progress 
which is now being made in building up the tourist industry will continue, 
for few countries have greater natural beauty than Canada and it is fitting 
that it should be enjoyed by visitors from other lands as well as by Cana- 
dians themselves,

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Oil To Ensure 
Prairie Future 


OTTAWA. — Dr. G. S. Hume, 
Chief of the Geological Survey, 
Resources Department, said that 
new discovery of oil in Alberta 
will make the Prairie Provinces 
self-sufficient in a short time. 

‘It is certain that the Prairie 


Provinces will be self-sufficient and 
yield a surplus as a result of the dis- 
coveries of the Leduc and Redwater 
wells near Edmonton,” he told the 
Ottawa branch of the Canadian In- 
stitute of Mining and Metallurgy. 

Currently the Leduc field is pro- 
ducing more than 500,000 barrels of 
oil a month, In June the Leduc field 
surpassed the famed Turner Valley in 
production, 

Dr. Hume said the Redwater field 
has not started production yet but it 
contains great potentiality, 

He warned that the time is ap- 
proaching when the west coast will 
not be able to get sufficient oil by 
importing from California, Consump- 
tion in that state was nearing pro- 
duction level, 

“All of our western oil comes from

And Finds Self Still Questionmark 


Anniversary

NEW YORK.—Still nearly as big a 
question mark as it was when it first 
came into being, the United Nations 
marked its third birthday on Octobér 
24. 

Speech-making was not the only 
sound proclaiming the occasion this 
year. On Manhattan's East river the 
steam shovels finally are at work 
digging the great hole that will be 
the excavation for the ,000,000 
U.N. home. In Paris the :djlegates 
to the general assembly are. doing 
their own oratorical huffing and 
puffing. 

Whatever the ultimate fate of 
U.N., October 24, undoubtedly al- 
ready ranks with the world’s most 
significant dates. On that day in 
1945 the U.S.S.R. added its signature 
to the charter which was hammered 
out from April 25 to June 26 of that 
year at the ‘historic San Francisco 
conference on international organiza- 
tion. 

Russia, which is one of U.N.’s bit- 
terest critics now, brought to 29 the 
total of nations which were signa- 
tories to the charter. The necessary 
number of ratifications having been 
gained, U.S. Secretary of State 
James Byrnes signed the protocol 
formally proclaiming that the char- 
ter was in force. 


Never Lacking In Crisis 


The U.N. had been born, and with- 
in the memory of all but the young- 
est today, history had been made. 
There were many who foresaw ‘even 
then, however, that before long the 
two nations—the U.S. and Russia— 
who provided the cap-sheet for events 
starting in 1944 at the Dumbarton 
Oaks conference in Washington 
would become the leaders of two 
great blocs threatening to make 
“United” Nations seem like a bitter 
irony to those who adotped the “One 
World” doctrine of the late Wendell 
Willkie. 

Whatever else it has been able to 
accomplish in its stormy 36 months, 
the U.N. never has been lacking in 
crises. Starting with Russia’s first 
exercise in February, 1946, of the 
veto in connection with the evacua- 
tion .of British and French troops 
from Syria and Lebanon, one pivotal 
event after another has flashed on 
the U.N. kaleidoscope. 

The third birthday of U.N., how- 
ever, finds it trembling in the balance 
more than ever, and world peace 
seems to be teetering with it on the 
brink of the abyss, ’ 

More than 50 nations now have 
subscribed to the charter pledging 
to maintain international peace and 
security, and to co-operate in estab- 
lishing political, economic and social 
conditions favorable to peace. 


Yet a dozen storm centres are 
highlighted in the current Paris gen- 
eral assembly meeting. Any one of 
them could provide an explosion 
which would rock U.N.’s foundations. 

Paramount is, the continuing ten- 
sion between the east and west.

They in turn fre- 
quently grow into thunderstorms, he 
said. 


He used special instruments, in- 
cluding cameras, to study the storms, 
how they start and what could be 
done about them. 

Schaefer said that he was confi- 
dent that “eventually a method will 
be developed for completely modify- 
ing the type of cumulus clouds 
which produce lightning, hail, severe 
‘cloud bursts’, and destructive winds.” 

In previous successful attempts of 
“changing the weather”, Dr. Schaef- 
er and his associates dropped dry ice 
from high-flying airplanes on certain 
types of clouds to make them yield 
rain or snow. The technique also 
has been used to create “holes” in 
overcast, enabling plane pilots to see 
the ground.

LONDON. — During the year 
which ends next June Britain 
will spend more than $400,000,- 
000 of her Marshall Plan funds 
to buy Canadian grain, meat, 
bacon, cheese, minerals and 
timber, it was announced. 

Her aim will be to boost exports 
to the western hemisphere to 2% 
times the pre-war level. Her over- 
all export volume is expected to be 
137 per cent. of pre-war. 

Imports fram the Western-Hemis- 
phere dollar &rea will be held to 
$1,642,000,000 compared with $2,289,- 
000,000 in 1947, 

Britain plans to export 19,000,000 
tons of coal in the same 12 months, 
about twice as much in the preced- 
ing year. 

Textile exports will be expanded 
considerably. 

There will be no Significant im- 
provement in Britain's consumption 
of food and consumer goods. Tobacco 
consumption will be cut by five per 
cent, 

These and other British plans for 
the year ending next June were re- 
vealed as the pregram the govern- 
ment submitted to the recent Paris 
meeting of the organization for 
European economic co-operation. 

The program explains how Britain 
proposes, with the agreed amount of 
American aid under the European 
Recovery program, ultimately to 
close her dollar gap completely. ~ 

Here is how Britain proposes to 
spend her ERP dollars:.

Announcement was made at Paris 
at the meeting of the U.N. general 
assembly that the U.N. is to issue 
postage stamps to publicize the work 
of the U.N. and to raise funds for 
the U.N. operations, Final decision 
on the plan for the U.N. stamps is 
to be deferred to next year’s meet- 
ing of the general assembly, 

Meanwhile the secretary-general of 
the U.N, is to conclude arrangements 
with various governments for an is- 
sue of special or over-printed post- 
age stamps. A start will be made in 
countries where main U.N. offices 
are located. This includes United 
States, France and Switzerland. Ar- 
rangenfents are to call for no finan- 
cial loss on the part of the U.N., and 
it is understood that in the United 
States there are some similar finan- 
cial regulations regarding special 
stamp issues. While no specific data 
has been announced as to what shape 
the stamps are to take, there is a 
likelihood that some will be semi- 
postals, with surtax for the U.N. 


Only similar types of stamps were 
issued by Swtizerland, and are still 
being issued by that country for in- 
ternational organizations established 
there. These stamps come under of- 
ficial listings in the stamp catalogues 
for the Swiss stamps, and serve_as 
stamps do for countries where offi- 


ina’s merchant marine service, 


From 1923 to 1944 Swiss “stamps 
were also printed for the League of 
Nation’s International Labor Bureau, 
and since 1944 there have been Swiss 
stamps overprinted for the Interna- 
tional Education Bureau of the U.N. 

Whether a similar arrangement is 
to be made with the stamps of other 
countries remains to be seen, It is 
to be noted, however, that the Unit- 
ed States has issued no semi-postal

Top Weatherman Says : 


Climate Is Changing 


OTTAWA.—It’s getting warmer in 
the Arctic and cooling down a bit in 
southern California. 

That’s the word from Canada’s top 
weatherman, reporting on the recent 
meeting of the Meteorological Asso- 
ciation of the International Union of 
Geodesy and Geophysics. 

Andrew Thompson, controller of 
the Transport Department's meteoro- 
logical service, passed on this infor- 
mation on his return from the Oslo 
meeting: 

“Winter seasons in the Arctic and 
sub-Arctic regions of the earth have 
warmed up five degrees Fahrenheit 
in the past 50 years. Northwest Can- 
ada and northern Europe have shown 
a more marked increase in tempera- 
ture than other northern sections of 
the earth. 

“On the other hand, there has 
been a slight decrease over the past 
50 years in the temperatures at sta- 
tions in the eastern Mediterranean 
and in southern California.” 

Mr. Thompson said foreign dele- 
gates to the Oslo meeting expressed 
“preat recognition to the importance 
of the meteorological stations estab- 
lished in the Canadian Arctic in the 
past two years.”

New Care For 


Blocked Arteries 


Demonstrated 


LOS ANGELES —A spectacu-| 


lar new cure for blocked arteries 
was demonstrated recently to 
U.S. doctors by a French sur- 
her Dr. Louis Bazy, of St. 
ouis Hospital, Paris, told Amer- 
ican College of Surgeons the op- 
erating technique he perfected a 
year ago wil 
blocked by injury, hardening or 
other diseasé. 


He said 100 operations have been 
performed, 

Only arteries in the legs, arms and 
lower abdomen have been worked on 
So far, said Dr, Bazy, but he plans 
to try it on the big arteries near the 
heart where hardening and clots are 
more dangerous. 

Using motion pictures, Dr. Bazy 
showed how the arteries can be slit 
lengthwise for as much as two feet 
and clotted blood, dead tissue and 
fat-like substances scooped out. 

From St. Louis, Mo., came word 
of a cure for “club foot’. 

Dr, Harold Claybourne, Columbus, 
Ohio, said “club foot” condition can 
be cured without surgery if treat- 
ment is started in the first week of 
a baby’s life. 

He said “club foot” is not heredi- 
tary, but is thought “to be caused in 
many cases by the way the infant 
is carried during pregnancy.” 


New Chemical 
May Prevent 
Stomach Ulcers! 


BOSTON. —A_ chemical that may 
lead to preventing stomach ulcers in 
humans was described at a scientific 
session marking the 100th anniver- 
sary of Boston University Medical 
School. 

The report was made by Dr. An- 
drew C. Ivy who for five years has 
been experimenting with an extract 
containing enterogastrone, a _hor- 
mone found in the intestines. The 
extract is injected into the muscle. 

Apparently there is some kind of 
anti-ulcer substance in the extract. 
But what it is hasn't been learned 
yet.

Expert Claims 
Swimming Is Easy 


CHICAGO. -- A person who keeps 
his head can learn to swim almost 
anywhere, even in a whirlpool, says 
an expert swimmer. 

Stephen Baker, a member of the 
New York Athletic Club water polo 
team, debunked common beliefs re- 
garding water hazards to swimmers 
in an article in a national magazine. 

Water pressure, he says, is dan- 
gerous only at great-depths, With 
practice most swimmers can. sub- 
merge safely to 10 or 20 feet and 
swim 25 to 75 feet without difficulty. 
Baker contends. 

Unskilled swimmers and ever-some 
skilled qnes become panicky in open 
water. when they get the optical il- 
lusion that the waves are running 


against them. Baker wrote. He 
recommended that the swimmer fix 
his gaze on something stationary so 
that he realizes continually he is 
making progress in the water. 
Some swimmers fear that weeds 
and grass moving under the surface 
of the water will pull them down, 
but Baker says “they haven't the 
strength to pull down a pike.”

Rats Destroy 
| Food And 
‘Menace Health 


| Among the things that nobody 
knows, is how many rats there are 
in the world, But it has often been 
assumed that the number is at least 
equal to the human population. Can- 
;ada has a population of 13 million, 
which means there are probably a 
similar number of these rodents act- 
ing as destroyers of food and prop- 
erty, and presenting a serious prob- 
lem to public health authoritier 
}across the Dominion. 

The common brown or Norway rat 
jin addition to being a prolific breeder 
| probably eats, as an adult, about an 
|ounce of food a day. While it is true 
that rats eat much that is unfit for 
human use, they also eat practically 
anything used as food by human 
beings and by livestock—except hay. 
| They also contaminate food and 
make it unfit for human consumption 
with consequent loss to producers, 

The extermination of rats is com- 
plicated by the fact that most of the 
suitable poison baits used in their 
; destruction are also injurious to 
other animals and to humans. If 
reasonable precautions are observed, 
however, poison baits can be used tc 
good effect. - 

One of the best methods of avoid- 
ing damage from rats is to make 
buildings rat-proof. Concrete is one 
of the best materials as foundations 
and around spaces where drain and 
other pipes lead out of a building. 
Doors should: be bound at their base 
with sheet-metal, and ventilators and 
basement windows should be covered 
with wire-netting. 

Traps are effective if there are not 
many rats and if in a house where 
the use of poison bait would be un- 
desirable. It is a good plan to cover 
the traps with a piece of cheesecloth 
or scatter sawdust around as _ this 
helps to make them Iess obvious.

BC. Hydro- 
Electric Plant’ 
In Motion 


BRIDGE RIVER, B.C.—The 36- 
year-old dream of a retired sur- 
veyor has come true. Geoffrey 
M. Downton recently pushed a 
klaxon button that set the Brit- 
ish Columbia Electric Com- 
pany’s new $22,000,000 hydro- 
electric plant in motion. 

The plant, which produces 62,000 
horsepower, is largely the result of 
Downton’s dream. 

Situated about 130 miles northeast 
of Vancouver, the unit is one of 10 
which will eventually produce 620,- 
000 horsepower for industry in. the 
B.C. coastal area. It is part of a 
$50,000,000 expansion program de- 
signed to lure industry and business 
from the east. 

The actual planning of the scheme 
is almost fantastic. 

Mission Mountain divides Bridge 
River, a relatively small body, from 
Seton Lake, the source of the power. 
To the casual eye the two appear to 
be on the same level. 

Downton discovered there was in 
reality a drop of 1,200 feet from the 
lake to the river. He envisaged a 
decapitated mountain, allowing the 
lake’s waters to roar down the drop, 
and a power plant at the head of the 
river. That was in 1912. 

Now the vision is complete. 

Situated in the heart of rugged 
mountain country,: the development 
required 142 miles of road to estab- 
lish tower locations. Long hauls 
over dangerous curves took a toll in 
trucks, abouf 20 being lost in the 
ravines. 

Only one life was lost in the con- 
struction,

The Government, after the “look- 
and-count” boys in the Conservation 
Department found the Canada goose 
population dwindling, ordered shoot- 
ing closed at Horseshoe Lake, 

With the income from the goose 
pits gone the farmers yelled “help! 
the geese are taking us.” 

So Government forces moved in. 
They came with air force and ground 
troops, and when the honkers ap- 
peared they turned on the noise 
gadgets. The first reaction of the 
invaders was retreat and reform. 
Those old ganders, leaders of the 
flock, are in absolute command and 
when they order the flock in, they go 
in, 

And they came in,/hovering over 
the lake and then pealing off into a 
dive, regardless of airplane bombs 
and other noise-makers. 

Conservationist V. C. Conover said 
the bombs used are as harmless as 
firecrackers and would not damage a 
goose if a direct hit were made, Of- 
ten, he said, the geese react to the 
noise by diving toward it. 

The first phase of the battle has 
gone to the invaders. But the con- 
servationists haven't given up. They 
think that when the later flights 
come in they will be wilder than the 
early arrivals and that the scare 
treatment will work.

more funds, more technicians .and, 
most of all, more conservation edu- 
cation are needed. Prairie farmers 
themselves must be the chief motive 
force in the trend towards the' eare 
and conservation of our rich Jand 
resources. It is important, there- 
fore, that more and more farmers 
and land owners in Western Canada 
realize that the soil is their primary
